No hall In the pi nee wns 
large enough to accommodate the crowds, 
nnd such n demand arose for the oppor- 
tunity of hearing the Ecrmons thnt n tele- 
phone system was introduced and 183 
cities' and loyns In Iowa nnd Illinois 
were connected with tho hnll where tho 
exercises were held. In this way 8,000 
persons white sitting In their own homes 
were enabled lo hear the sermons every 
night 

Ait a result of the revival the different 
church societies in this part, of Illinois 
havo trebled and in souiq cases quad- 
rupled their membership. Before the re- 
v|\al only 35 per cent of the people or 
Sterling attended church; now the per- 
centage Ima swelled until practically the 
entire community is drawn to the 
churches.

Probably it Is a iiiistnke to soy thnt 
any person with nn nvenigu memory 
cannot learn to spell. As tbcro la n 
lack of it nn logy In (be spelling of 
words,- learning to spell Is chletly u 
matter of memory. . Repetition la the 
only secret about It, snys the Ph I la dol- 
phin Becord. There are some aids, but 
It In tho words." to which there t« no 
guide which arc tho common source of 
trouble. Persons who do not spell well 
have simply neglected the study of or- 
thography nnd tire not entitled to sym- 
pathy. Operators of typewriting, ma- 
chines, who have considered themselves 
the, victims of a defective orthograph- 
ical memory, bare often 'become good 
spellers through practice. 

In n vnst proportion 'of cnaes bad 
spelling may be traced to wrong pro- 
nunciation, which Is. even more fro- 
(]ueut tlmii lrt wrong spelling. Prob- 
ably Die modern methods of Instruc- 
tion htive Komethlng lo do with tlio 
number of bad spellers among fairly 
educated people. The' old spo|lItig-bco 
ayatem insured repetition. In recent' 
years tho writing or the apelling les- 
soijs hns In many schoola taken tho 
place of the oral ay stem. The mcu 
and women who had gone through tho 
district Bchool of half a' ceiitury or 
more ago were almost Invariably good 
spellers. If spelling be a girt, it in ap- 
parent that It 1h not hcslowed on muu 
tin llbcmlly as formerly.

Bensons nre numerous for trains be- 
ing behind In exceedingly .cold/ "weath- 
er, but ' railroad men are nlwnyB ex- 
tremely careful not to acknowledge 
Hint trains arc behind, except In Indi- 
vidual Instances. 

PiiHsenger trains uro ns often de- 
layed by freights, It la snld, ns by .any- 
thing else. Freights have a bnrd row. 
to hoe In cold weather. They atop so 
often that they can not keep warm. 
The oil Jn the boxes of the Journals 
freezes or becomes html nfter the train 
bus stood for n few minutes, and it 
Is Impossible to start' up. I'erbHpB 
the train gets hnlf-wny Into u, switch 
nr out of It ii nd cnniiot move another 
Inch. Then n passenger comes along 
and cannot get by. This Imrdejitngof 
the oil in the axles Is the worst trou- 
ble.' The train must run ten or llf- 
teen mllcs'before friction wnrmtflt.to 
easy running.
